THE PRISONERS AT PHILIPPI ; 


oi. THE GOSPEL’S FIRST FOOTING IN EUROPE.

Tue entrance of the Gospel into Europe was at- 
ynded by circumstances of thrilling interest. At 
grt gentle as snow-flakes, then terrible as the 
athqudke. 

Two or three poor men, converted Jews, are led 
by a divine prompting to cross the limits of Asia, 
and to stand quietly on the threshold of Europe. 
They sek out theircountrymen who were dwelling 
at Philippi, the border town, and meet with them 
in their usual Sabbath worship. Christianity has 
no footing here, and Judaism is feeble. The syna- 

1e is a river-bank, and the congregation, for the 
chief part, a few women. 

But the ambassadors of heaven, in their sublime 
faith, make no count of earthly forces. They 
humbly open the old Testament Scriptures, to read 
and explain them to the women which resorted 
thither. A Gentile woman, who lives at Philippi 
wa-sort of foreign merchant to sell the purple of 
her native city, Thyatira, is among the audience. 
Her heart is open to hear the word. She is con- 
yeited, and she receives Christian baptism. At 
once she opens her bosom in ample hospitality to 
the ministers of Christ. 

Here at least is one step in advance. One Chris- 
tian household is gained out of a whole continent 
jocked in heathenism But this advantage is very 
speedily balanced by the appearance of a slave-girl, 
the property of several owners, whose chief interest 
in her was in her lunacy, and in the devil which 
possessed her. This poor creature, under her evil 
inspiration, dogged the steps of Paul and Silas, 
attering her crazy divinations, and teasing the 
Apostles with her persistent talk. 

Atlength, Paul turned upon the evil spirit In the 
girl, and ia the name of Jesus bade him, go out! 
Instantly the girl is a human being, a gentle woman. 
The devil has gone out ; she prattles no more, draws 
the crowd no more, utters no more of that myste- 
‘}iacs nonsense which brought her masters'so much 
gain. Her value to her owners is destroyed. The 
firm was bankrupt at once. Yesterday they traded 
in the divinations and silly sayings, for which the 
people were so ready to pay their money. To-day 
she is only a slave-giti, with reason and humanity 
in her soul The endowments of her moral nature 











are valueless to her owners. The Apostles, in driy- 
ing th» devil from her breast, have hopelessly de- 
preciated the property, and all hope of her masters’ 
gain is over. 

For this a persecution is instituted. The relig- 
jon which was well enough in its place, when it 
was content to chant Hebrew Psalms and to recite 
Old Testament prophecies on the river-bank, has 
become intolerable the moment it touches the gains 
of ungodliness. The Apostles are arrested, as 
troublers of the city, as teachers of strange and 
unlawful customs. 

Of course, violence is the only argument where 
reason and truth are against them. The mob is 
summoned; it gives the verdict which the magis- 
trates announce. The men of God are stiipped, 
cruelly besten with rods, and then thrust into the 
inner prison, with their feet fast in the stoeks. 

What now, ye ardent ministers of truth! Do ye 
net repent your venture into the dark field of 
Furonean heathenism ? Do ye not wish yuurseves 
back to those Cnristian assemblies at Antioch, 
where for the time an almost millennial quietness 
and joy prevailed? Do ye not repent your ven- 
ture against the powers of darkness in the poor 
soothsaying girl, and your exposure to the malice 
of a copartnerskip whose gain was swept away 
when reason resumed her seat? Would you not 
willingly retrace your steps, go back again to 
Asia, and, were it possible, even as a compromise, 
replace the demon in the seat it held before? 
Have you not misunderstood the voice of Provi- 
dence? All this agitation, does it not prove your 
miseion unwise, and your resources inadequate to 
the fearful issue which you have raised ? 

A mere worldly wisdom, a calculating “ Conser- 
vatism” would have reasoned thus. The signal of 
retreat would have been sounded by men who con- 
sulted only worldly policy, and the spark which 
God had kindled st Philippi would have gone 
eut. 

But listen! Itis midnight. The tumult hasdied 
away from the streets ; the wild shouts of the mul- 
titude are hushed; the:lonely footfall of the senti- 
ne):is heard here and there by any who chance to 
be astir at the dead of night. The poor girl, dis- 
possessed of her tormenter, sleeps with a gentle, 
dreamless quiet, such as she has not known for 
many years. Her masters lie wakeful perhaps, 
fretting at the strange power which, in an instant, 
swept away all that was of special value in ther 
slave-girl. The prison-doors are securely fastened. 
Every safeguard is employed. -All is quiet in the 
dungeon. 

When, lo! yoioes are heard. They are not shouts, 
as.of men who charge upon the foe. They are not 
moans, us of prisoners scourged and sore, groaning 
in their anguish. They are calm, cheerful chants, 
a devotional song ofa few simple notes. Thestrange 
sound steals up from ‘the deep cell; it engages the 
attention ofthe prisoners. They are surprised and 
insiructed. They learn a new lesson of hope, of 
fortitude, of patience ; but they do not know the 
principle which thus masters all outward distress. 
They wonder who there strange prisoners ean be, 
who.ging such songs in the night of such sorrows. 


Weknow not how long they-sang ; how long the 4 


taith of God’s persecuted ones-was tried ; how long 
they prayed and waited. But now, suddenly, a 
new and still stranger sound is heard. 
earthquake! It shakes wells, and pavements, and 
human éouls. The foundations of theprison move. 
The doors instantly fly open ; not unbarred, and 
slowly swung on creaking hinges,as when the 
keepers used to move them ; but at once, with one 
instant mevement, the doors stand open; every 
shackle fais, every band is leosed | 

The keeper starts, panie-stricken, and is himself 
instantly a prisoner, arrested and held by his own 
conscience. His first thought is his accountability 
to the civil power. The prisoners surely are gone, 
and now whst would have been their doom will 
eertainly be his. So he reasons ; and, to escapethe 
terrible situation, he resolves upon the last resort 
of a Roman mind in desperate circumstances— 
suicide. 

But this trouble is superseded by a sterner one. 
The wretched jailer is betore a higher tribunal than 
the civil power. New scenes have burst upon his 
view. A new accountability, a higher authority 
than Rome arraigns him. Things invisible and 
unknown before now fill his vision, and terrors he 
never dreamed of make his soul to shake. The 
earthquake has not moved the foundations of the 
prison more than:some tremendous power has 
shaken the pillars of his soul. Stn, righteousness, 
and a judgment to come overhang his mind like a

is past. The prisoners are safe. Those scourged 
and persecuted strangers now assert a mysterious 
power over him. Their midnight songs, their pa- 
tient sufferings, their calm demeanor in the alarm, 
their superhuman bearing, their kindly look, their 
calming words when he was about to fall upon his 
own sword—all these form parts of a scenery such 
as he never saw before. . 

Yet these all are but the scenery. The power 
exerted is of God. The spirit of grace is entering 
the jailor’s soul. He has discovered a guilt within 
himself, a bondage, a prison, a doom, from all 
which he gees no escape. He is prostrated in his 
agony, and he asks implorlngly, * What must 1 do 
to be saved?’ The apostles recommend him to 
the grace of Jesus, bidding him believe and be saved ! 
They tell the story of the cross; they assure him 
of the fullness and freeness of the Savior’s work. 
He believes, is converted, baptized. His family 
share his privileges, his repentings, and his joys. 
‘Lhe prisoners, so lately thrust in, and that so 
rvdely, are now wushed, and housed, ang fed ; and 
a commen surprise and delight and thankfulness 
fill every breast. 

The gray dawn steals into the jailor’s dwelling, 
to find a scene as full of prophecy as it\7as ot 
Christian joy. What had this night in the prison 
done for the infant cause of truth in Europe? How 
strangely was Satan batfied! That uproar, and 
perrecuiion, and imprisonment, what were they 
but the rugg:d steps by which Paul and Silas went 
up to a higher platform of power and success. 
‘Lhose prayers and songs in the night, what were 
they but those gentle mcies which God has or- 
dained to yoke with his eternal wonders in the 
ministry of good? That earthquake—it was only 
Gods band laid on barriers which stood in the way 
of his truth. 

Surely Christianity has grown while men slept, 
and they who come in the morning from the out- 
skiris of Philippi, to share the excitement of the 


find that the power which casts out devils, and 
shakés the prison, and looses fetters, is also omnip- 
otent to enlighten the soul, to subdue. its madness, 
to forgive its sin, and to ensure its peace. And s0 
by the united ministeries of gentleness and of torce, 
by songs and by earthquakes, will God overcome 
all obstacle’, and subdue the whole world to the 
scepter of his Son.

CARDINAL RICHELIRU. 


CARDINAL RICHELIEU, at the close of his life, 
acknowledged that he had been drawn into many 
iiregularities by state policy, and that, to silence 
the reproaches of his conscitnce concerning them, 
he had been tempted to disbelieve in God and in 9 
future state. “ But so strong was the idea of God 
in his sou), so clear the impression of him upon 
nature, 80 unanimous the consent of mankind, and 
so powcrful the conviction of bis own conscience, 
that he could not avoid the necessity of admitting a 
Supreme Being and a fature state; and he wished 
to live as one that must die, and to die as one that 
must live for ever.’ A person once called upon 
him, and, finding him in dejection, asked him why 
he was so sad. 

“The soul,” replied Richelieu, “is a serious 
thing ; it must either be sad here for a moment, or 
be sad for ever.” 

Young reader, before every worldly considera- 
tion, your soul demands your serious attention. 
Eternity alone can estimate its value, and eternity 
alone can tell the momentous issues that hang on 
each rapidly-passing moment, on each unreturning 
day and month and year. Go to the city of the 
dead, and, on many stones, you will find your own 
age chiseled, and they who sleep beneath were, 
perhaps, cut off with as bright anticipations of 
worldly happiness and utility as you yourself 
powress. But the graso rusties above their rotmutus, 
their state in eternity is fixed, and solemn indeed is 
the memento mort of theirtombs. Nothing is 
enduring that is not spiritual ; destiny lies in the 
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devote your life to God. Secondly, you must be- 
lieve in Jesus. You must believe that for you he 
became a “man of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief;” that for you he bore to the uttermost the 
cruelty of the world he came to bless and to save ; 
that for you he agonized in Gethsemene and 
spilled his blood on Calvary. You must believe his 
promises as though he spake them in your ears. 
You must come unto him as though you really 
hcard him saying, “Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy Jaden, and I will give you rest.” 
Thirdly, you must look for salvation through his 
merits, you must cast yourself on his mercy, and 
commit your soul into his hands for time and eter- 
nity. Allow no consideration, however plausible, 
to prevent you-from coming directly to Christ. 
Waste not time seeking convction. Although great 
compunction and prolonged conflict have charac- 
terized the religious experiences of many eminent 
Christians, a calmer and more deliberate frame of 
mind often precedes conversion. “ To-day, if you 
will hear his voice,” is the spirit of the Scriptures, 
and the scriptural illustrations of conversion point 
to an immediate belief in Christ. Nor musi you 
doubt the willingness of the Savior to receive you, 
though crushed with a sense of the magnitude of 
ycur sin. “To the uttermost” is the language of 
Revelation. “Though your sins be scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow.” “ And the Spirit and 
the bride say, Come; and Jet him that heareth say, 
Come. And whosoever will, let him take the water 
of life freely.”

FULLNESS OF LIFE. 


Ir was sgid-of an ancient sorcerer, who onc 
enjoyed the patronage, but finally incurred the en- 
mity, of a great prince of no very good repute, that 
he had power by his incantations te cal] up a per- 
fect semblance of what he termed the spiritual 
framework of his enemy. All the cruel propensi- 
ties and hellish passions of a blasted soul, in their 
visible workings, ke professed to delineate with 
diabolical distinctness. 

A more edifying employment, it appears, would 
have been to project upon the canvas, if it were 
porsible, the spiritual likeness of a perfect man— 
the Creator's ideal of a human being before he 
molded it in clay; or, to quote from a graphic 
preacher, “ What God thought ef when he thought 
of making man!” Then we should understand 
what is meant by “ fullness of life.” 

We need never ignore the fact that different lives 
are measured by different capacities, since the most 
that is required of any individual is that he shall 
live to his own utmost. No doubt the small goblet, 
well filled, is far more worthy and acceptable in 
the Master’s sight than the large one into which 
the wine of life has been weakly and scantily dis- 
tiled. No doubt Lazarus, stooping for crumbs 
under the rich man’s table, held up before God a 
far fuller and diviner life than the rich man wrapt 
away under his purple. And too often, as we all 
know, the physical robs the immaterial life—the 
outer man steals from the inner, leaving him poor 
indeed. We have not to look far if any communi- 
ty to find examples of this—faces with God’s awful 
balance-sheet kept legibly apon them, showing 
how exactly the spirit’s want is gauged by the 
body’s waste. 

No life can be « full life which does not give its 
triple nature true nourishment and full play. 
Mental and spiritual dwarfs are far more frequent- 
ly met with than physical, yet who knowsor thinks 
much of the famishing process by which they are 
produced? Your friend, large-brained and heroic- 
souled, with his careful culture, his abounding en- 
ergies, his quick and catholic sympathies, his 
hearty, humane tolerance of ignorance and weak- 
ness, and honest prejudice, and his hearty, human 
tntolerance of shams and meanness, however dis- 
guised—place him beside the vacant-faced, foul- 
tongued vagabond who reels from grog-shop to 
gutter, a nuisance in the street, and a terror at 
home. Do they speak the same language? Do 
they see and hear through the same media? Do 
they in fact live in the same world? Does the 
empty, starved spirit dream of that by which the 
other satisfies its wants, and greatens into fullness 
and beauty? How from sky and sea and mountain, 
from deserts and mighty forests, from placid rivers 
and cloudy cataracts, down to the tiniest flower, the 
smile on a child's face, the accord of musical sounds, 
from all the daily discipline of life, from pleasure 
and pain, from harmony and inharmony, that soul 
draws its sustenance? No! the organs by which 
these things are perceived are in it all undeveloped. 
And I believe many a cleansed soul, putting off its 
vestments, and passing upward to the fairer coun- 
try, finds leas of change in itself than such dwarfed 
spirite as these would find, could it be suddenly 

- them to taste the fullness of a glorified human 

A kernel of corn, 4 grain of wheat, the pit of a 
cberry, the seed of an apple, planted im the earth, 
will by instinct throw out cach its slender rootlets 
and draw in precieely the nourishment of which it 
stands in need. The salts and acids, or whatever 





its constituents demand, each absorbs for its own 
individual organism ; leaf, stem, flower, grain, for 
one; leaf, stem, flower, fruit, for another. But 
man, the crowned head of creation, will not or 
cangot exercise his more precious prerogative, and 
is outmatched in instinct by an acorn. 

Action, labor, these arc as essential as food to a 
full life. Nothing is truer than that we are not to 
be carried to the skies on flowery beds of ease ; at 
all events until we have sowed the seed, and with 
earnestness and much patience “ watered, watched, 
and waited” for its growth and blossoming. There 
will be weeds enough to uproot to prevent any stag- 
nation of our moral forces, provided we spend our 
time in work, and not in lamenting their presence. 
It often seems that we pray more fervently to be 
made incapable of sinning than strong to overcome 
sin, and persuade ourselves that it is from a desire 
for pc rfect inward holiness and conformity to God, 
when in fact it is but asort of spiritual cowardice, 
a dread of entering into conflict even with the 
weay ons our King has provided. 

In the words of one of the most comforting of 
poets, let us inquire “ What God would have this 
evil do for us?” What but to bring into exercise 
the antagonisms ofevil? You know that in your 
finn persuasions of truth, right affections, gentle 
sympethic, hoiy desires do dwell, God’s beautiful 
angels singing day and night in your soul—siuging 
even when their voices, drowned but never stilled, 
are uvbcard through the clamor of the alien brood 
of evil. These must do battle bravely. They must 
not be merely preserving graces, but resisting vir- 
tues, yea, fighting captains of armics. Take your 
shining ones and go out among the grim battalions. 
Sey to each unworthy affection, Here are the pure 
and holy loves with which I will vanquish you in 
the name of him who is purity and love. To all 
the ofispiing of hate and selfishness, Here is the 
sweet spirit of charity that shall put you to ignoble 
fight; to each idle thought and groveling desire, 
Eere is the noble aspiration, the strong craving for 
inwerd pcr-eciness, that shall put you afar from me 
Set ageinst the unbelieving, repining spirit the 
angels of faith and patience, and be sure that in the 
copficts that ensue shall be expressed into the cup 
of life some of its most swect and satisfying draughts 
Tennyson tells us of one

THE COMPROMISE CONGRESS OF 1820. 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 12, 1964. 
To THE Eprzors or THE INDEPENDENT: 

You say in your paper of the 11th inst. that Mar- 
cus Morton, who recently died in Taunton, Mass., 
“was the last of the members of the famous Mis- 
souri Compromise Congress.” This is a mistake ; 
Ezekiel Whitman was one of the six representa- 
tives from Maine in that Congress; he resided in 
Portland, and represented the Cumberland Dis- 
trict. He is st) living, and with a firm constitu- 
tion, at the age of 85, isenjoying excellent health, 
retaining a sound mind in a sound body. 

Mr. Whitman was born in East Bridgewater, 
Mass., March 11, 1776, established himself in Maine 
in 1799, and became one of the most successful 
practitioners of Jaw in the state. He was Judge of 
the Commex Pleag Courts nineteen years, and Chief 
Justiog of th#Pur @ne Court scyen years. 

In 708 he Was elected to Congress for the next 
succeeding term; in 1817 he was again elected, 
and continued to hold his seat by re-elections until 
1622, when he resigned to accept the appointment 
of Chief Justice of the Common Pleas. He was 
present through the whole exciting controversy on 
the Missouri Compromise question, earnestly, 
steadily, and forcibly resisting all the varied at- 
tempts to bring Missouri, with slavery, into the 
Union, to offset Maine, a free state, to whose ad- 
mission there was, and could be, no objection. 
He strenuously opposed all the maneuvers of John 
Holmes and Mark L. Hill to get Maine in, on any 
terms, for the gratifieation of their ambitious 
views. 

I will mention another striking fact in connection 
with Chief Justice Whitman, which is, that he and 
Josiah Quincy, of Boston, and Wm. Baylies, ot 
West Bridgewater, are the only surviving 
members of the Xith Congress, 1809 to 1811. 
My. Quincy is the senior, —— been born in 
February, 1772, and consequently is 92 years old. 
‘Lhe other two were born in what was then the 
same town, the old and honored Bridgewater, in 
1776, and both graduated in the same class, 1795, at 
Brown University. 

One other fact will close these reminiscences of 
the old men and the old members of Congress. 

Samuel Thatcher, now living in Bangor, Maine, was 
a member of the VIIth Congress, 1802 to 1805, and is, 
without doubt, the oldest surviving member of Con- 
ss. Mr. Quincy entered the year that Mr. 
hatcher left; he is older in years but not in offi- 
cial life. 

Mr..Thatcher was born in Cambridge, Mass., in 
1776, graduated at Harvard in 1793, and established 
himself ‘in. Maine in 1798, as a lawyer, and became 
distinguished in his profession, and was an ardent 
politician of the Federal school. He was but 26 
years old when he was-elected Mr. Quincy is the 
eldest unstarred on the Harvard Catalogue, a grad- 
uate of over 78 years’ a Mr. Thatcher is 
the second of the survivors, and looks back through 
70 years to the day of his graduation. These gen- 
tlemen were all natives of Massachusetts and pro- 
minent lawyers as well as statesmen, unwavering

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BLUE MONDAYS REVIEWED.

1 HAVE been waiting some time to hear further 
from the author of “Blue Mondays,” as to the 
promised preventions and cures; but, not hearing 
from him, I feel it to be my duty to write a short 
article on the subject. There is a species of sar- 
casm running through the good brother’s article, 
that, at times, seems to reader it doubtful whether 
he more than half believes in the existence of the 
disease himself. But whether he does or not, there 
are, no doubt, a great many of the clerical brethren 
who do; though I must confess I never heard of 
such a disease from my first pastor, who faithfully 
and successfully practiced medicine every day in 
the week, in addition to attending to the spiritual 
wants of two congregations. That there are such 
things as Blue Mondays cannot be doubted; that 
there is any just cause for them is extremely doubt- 
ful. In most of cases they come because the pa- 
tients imagine they will, and that it bec »mes them 
to submit with pious resignation. The disease is 
defined by the writer to be a “miserable, grunting, 
yawning, sleepy, lazy} totality of manhood.” Now, 
what isthe cause? Des it come from overwrought 
physical or mental ¢xertion, or both? The gene- 
ra! idea is, that the gfeat physical labor of the Sab- 
; but. this cannot be. A law- 
speak every day—sometimes 
make a speech of fhree or four hours in length, 








speak out of doors to large audiences, two or three 
hours every day in the week, and sometimes nearly 
every day for a much longer period. The minis- 


ter’s two sermons do not, in the aggregate, occupy 
more than an hour and a half, and with five or six 
hours’ intermission. In reference to the exhausting 
process, ask the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher how 
one of his ordinary sermons will compare with his 
speech at Liverpool or Exeter Hall. It is nonsense 
to talk of the physical labor of the Sabbath as pro- 
ducing Blue Monday. Whoever heard of a county- 
court lawyer, after spreading himself for three 
hours before a jury, with every possible muscular 
contortion, having the next day “ Blue Monday,” or 
even a gentle touch of bronchitis! 

Is it the mental labor, then, that induces the dis- 
ease? Sermons are generally prepared, and, if so, 
they are not prepared on the Sabbath, but during 
the week; and it certainly does not require any 
extraord nary activity of the mental powers to de- 
liver a prepared discourse, especially if every word 
is written, and the preacher scarcely lifts his eyes 
from the manuscript. I never yet learned but that 
sermon-readers wert as liable to this disease as 
others ; in fact, they often appear to me to be. as 
“giunting, yawning, sleepy, and lazy” as anybody 
need be. If the sermons are prepared, then the 
labor is, or ought to be, done through the week, in- 
terspersed with other pastoral duties and recrea- 
tions in such a way as not to induce this “ miser- 
able” disease on any particular day. 

My theory of “ Blue Monday,” in short, is this: 
that the minister gets up Monday morning, per- 
baps, an hour Jaier than usual, with the idea thick 
in his head that, “ This is Monday—a play-day ; I 
have nothing to do to-day.”” And let any man ac- 
customed to labor begin, any day, with such a no- 
tion in his head, and it he does not need a “ blue 
pill or shower-bath” before sundown, it will be be- 
cause he is as different from other men as “ Blue 
Monday” is from other diseases. No class of pro- 
fessional men can so well distribute their studies, 
in regurd to time, as ministers. 

In giving statistics as to the longevity of persons, 
in relation to their occupations, a writer says: 
“Clergymen, who, it is to be presumed, enjoy a 
greater degree of mental serenity than others, last 
to the average of sixty-five.” 

In fact, there are only two classes named in the 
statistics as more favorable for long life than preach- 
ers. They are “gentlemen and paupers.” 
R.—Treat Monday as any other day. 


General Belws. 


THE WAR. 


GENERAL Grant’s grand plan of a campaign is 
ibegun ; the city of Jacksonville, Florida, is cap- 
tured for the third time; the bom ent of 
Charleston is still kept up, and stil] the city holds 
out ; guerrillas infest Western Virginia ; the Army 
of the Potomac remains quiet. Details of the 
week’s movements are as follows : 


THE GRAND MOVEMENT BEGUN. 

The combined expedition of Porter's gunboats 
and Sherman’s troops has struck its firet blow. On 
the 5th instant, a force of three thousand Texans 
attacked the fleet of gunboats and transports on the 
Yazoo river, and their fire was returned with such 
effect that our forces won the day, with small loss. 
Negro cavalry and infantry were engaged on our 
side during this affair, and a sick negro soldier, be- 
longing to Colonel Wood's command, who had 
straggled from his regiment, was murdered 7 
rebel Neutenant and two soldiers, who were afier- 
ward captured. Colonel W though? the time 
bad come to teach the rebels a lesson of humanity 
by retaliation, and therefore caused these rebels to 
ve blindfolded, and then had then all shot, kneel- 
ing on the dead body of the negro. Probably no 
more negro soldiers in that officer’s command will 
be murdered in cold blood after this ; such retalia- 
tion is prompt and severe. ‘ 

On Monday, we had news of the triumphant 
entry of General Sherman’s forces into the city of 
Jackson, the capital of Mississippi. The rebel 

roops made little resistance, retiring over Pearl 
river. 
A fight occurred last week at Clinton, Mississippi, 
a few wiles west of Jackson, while our forces were 
on their way to Jackson, when the rebels were de- 
ieated. 

It is understood that the whole of Grant's army 
is in motion; the design being to dislodge the main 
tody of the rebels, while the expeditions of Sher- 
man and others wind in a circle, centering upon 
Mobile. This is a plausible explanation of the 
great movement in the extreme South and South- 
west—though, of course, not an official one. Grant 
is believed to be moving in person upon Johnston 
at Tunnel Hill and Dalton, in Georgia. 

—There has been another severe cavalry fight 
near Knoxville, in which the rebel horsemen were 

oo many for ours; so the latter retired, without 
serious loss. ‘ 

—An expedition, organized by Gen. Paine, com- 
manding at Gallatin, ‘Tenn., recently left that place 
in pursuit of bands of guerrillas, and made a raid into 
Putnam, Overton, White, and Fentress counties. 
It was out eleven days, traveled 300 miles, killed 
88 guerrillas, took 102 prisoners, and captured about 
100 horses and mules and a quantity of stolen 
property. 

AFFAIRS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


The rebels have in threatened Newbern. 
They have an iron-tlad on the Neuse river, which 
is said to be a dangerous contrivance, and with it 
end their troops they threaten to take Newbern. 
But as yet they have not done it. 

—Pending all this, the a papers continue 
‘o berate Jeff. Davis and the whole rebel govern- 
ment, showing anything but an obedient spirit to 
“the powers that be.” It would not take a great 
deal of persuasion to get North Carolina back into 
the Union, if all is true we hear. 


HOW CHARLESTON GETS ON—A MYSTERY EX- 
PLAINED. 

It was eolemnly announced in the daily papers, 
a fortnight ago, “ by authority,” that General Gill- 
more was coming North; but it now appears that 
this was a feint to cover an attack upon Jackson- 
ville, Florida, which is noted in another part of 
this column, and in which Gillmore and his troops 
participated. Meanwhile, the remainder of Gill- 
more’s forces keep the city of Charleston in an 
cxtremely unpleasant state of confusion and explo- 
sion, shells ropping in continually ; while the 
feeble rebel garrison in Fort Sumter can neither be 
removed nor re-enforced, for the heavy fire that is 
kept upon them. Night brings them no relief, for 
trilliant calcium lights are thrown upon the works, 
1endering every object distinctly visible, and pre- 
venting succor. 

—For all this, neither the fort nor the city has 
yet fallen. These rebels certainly have a prodig- 
ious tenacity. And so bave we! 

—A British war-vessel, the Petrel, has made a 
polite request to be admitted into the port of 
Charleston. Our blockaders as politely answered 
“No!” Whereupon the Petrel sp’ her wings 
end fled away. 


JACKSONVILLE A THIRD TIME TAKEN. 


On the 8th of this month, an expedition from 
Port Royal, consisting of three es and a 
light battery, under command of . Truman 
Seymour, successfully land@d at Jacksonville, Fla., 
a place which has already been twice occupied 
and abandoned by our forces. Gen. Gillmore fol- 
lowed Gen. Seymour, to look after matters.

—At the call of 300 leading citizens, a t ro- 
construction meeting has been held in Memphis, 
Tennessee, at which the policy of immediate and 
unconditional emancipation, and a return to the 
Union was squarely accepted. There were no ffs, 
or ands, or buts. 
—Natchez advices represent that a eee re 
action is taking place in that part of Missiseippl. 
The planters are ——— their allegiance and 
property, and a large number of de-erters are com- 
ing into our lines. ‘lhe Union sentiment in and 
around Natchez is growing. Eighty-four men en- 
listed in the Second Louisiana Cavalry fiom one 
section alone. 


THE PRISONERS AT RICHMOND. 


The caution some time since given in the edito- 
rial columns of 7he Jndependeni against the indul- 
ence of too sanguine hopes of a speedy ———- 
of prisoners, is verified by events. The rebels stil] 
refuse to give up their victims, though they profess 
a willingness to deliver to them any contributions 
for their com‘ort which may be forwarded by their 
friends. A dispatch from Fortress Monroe, dated 
Feb. 15, announces, on th: authority of Gen. But 
ler, that Col. Streight and seventeen other officers, 
who recently escaped from the Libby Prison, in 
Richmond, by tunneling under the street, have ar- 
rived safely at Yorktown. Over one hundred 
Union officers escaped at the same time, but the 
rest have not becn heard from. 


REBEL NEWS. 


Davis has issued an address to the rebel 
troops, full of bombast and great promises. We 
give one passage as a specimen :

—The rebel congress has passed a bill to arm all 
the free negroes and raise an army of 20,000 slaves. 
A dangerous experiment for the rebels to try; for 
these “ slaves” will be slaves no more—onee 
get a musket. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tre U.S. Supreme Court refuses to touch the 
case of Vallandigham. it declares it bas “no 
jurisdiction.” 

—A batch of nominations for major and briga- 
dier-generals has been returned to the President 
by the Senate, with the statement that there are no 
vacancies. 

—Commodore McCluney, U.8. Navy, died in 
Brooklyn last week. His age was 69 years, and he 
had been in the service over half a century. 

—Goy. Seymour has signed the bill passed b 
the legislature of this stute, proposing an am 
ment to the constitution so as to permi! our soki- 
iers in the field to vote. The amend .nent is to be 
submitted to the people of the state, at a specia? 
election to be held on the second Tuesday (Sth) of 
March, The soldiers are sure to have the priv- 
ilege of voting for President next November. 

—Four more blockade-runners have been de- 
stroyed by our cruirers. 





CONGRESS. 


Tne amended Enrollment Act passed the House 
on Friday, but the Senate has disagreed to the 
amendment, and a commiitee of conference will 
have tosettle the difference. The bill, as passed by 
the House, (yeas, 94; nays, 60,) makes radical 
changes, which may be thus briefly summed up : 

1. Both classes are consolidated. 

2. Exemption is only grautea on payment of the commo- 
tation of three hundred dollars, until all names put in the 
box are drafted, when those who huve previously paid are 
again put in the box. 

3. All other pti are — § fined to the Vice- 
President, Governo:s of States, and United States Judges. 

4. All slaves between eighteen and forty-five are liebie to 
be drafted, and loyal owners to be compensated therefor. 


—Mr. Sumner has p in the Senate the 
petition of 100,698 persons’ for immediate emanci- 
pation of the slaves. Mr. Saulsbury (who had 

ualms concerning the oath) didn’t like it, and told 
Mir. Sumner so. Nevertheless, the petition was 
duly referred. 

—Mr. Trumbull, from the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate, has reported back a substitute for the 
joint resolution of Mir. Hendesoy, pro . 
smen‘iments to the Constitution of tne , 
States as follows: First, neither slavery nor in- 
voluntary servitude, except as a punishment for 
crime, whereof the party shall have been duly oon- 
victed, shall exist within the United States, or any 
place olen to their jurisdiction ; Second, Oon- 
gress shall have power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation. 

—Mr. Trumbull has also reported adversely the 

roposed amendment of the Constitation by Mr. 

umner, msking all men free before the law, so 
that no man can hold another as a slave. 

—The question of equalizing the pay of colored 
and white soldiers is under discussion in the 
Senate. 

—A new Government Department (with a Cabi- 
net Secretary) is proposed, to be called the De- 
partment (and Secretury) of Ind , and to in- 
clude Bureaus of Freedmen’s Affairs, Immigration, 
Mines, etc. No action yet taken.
